W ashington, October 3d.—The Senate 
Committee on Finance substitute for the 
Mills tariff bill embodies the entire revision 
of the tarifl schedules and the administra­ 
tive features of the present law, promising 
a re-enactment of all such features as in 
the opinion of the majority of the commit­ 
tee ought not to be changed. 
According to the estimate made by the 
committee, the bill provides for a total re­ 
daction of about $75,000,000, made up ap­ 
proximately as follow s: Sugar, $27,759,000; 
free 
list, 
$6,500,000; 
tobacco 
(internal 
revenue), $24,500,000; alcohol in the arts, 
$7.000,000. 
The other redactions in the 
customs are $8,000,000. 
The majority and minority reports will 
be submitted formally to-morrow and be 
then made public. 
The following are all the additions to the 
free-list: Acorns, baryta, sulphate of pryi- 
tes (unmanufactured), beeswax, books and 
pamphlets printed exclusively in languages 
other than English, braids! plaits, flats, 
laces, etc., for ornamenting hats; bristles 
(unmanufactured); bulbs and bulbous roots, 
not edible; chicory toot (unground); coal 
stack or culm; coal tar (crude); custing 
stone handles, currants (dried); dandelion 
roots (unground); eggs, feathers and downs 
of 
all 
kinds 
(unmanufactured); 
jute, 
manila, ramie, all other textile grasses or 
fibrous substances unmanufactured; Chi­ 
nese floor matting, grease oils used in soap- 
making or wire-drawing, etc.; human hair 
(raw): mineral waters, molasses (testing not 
above 56°); olive oil, for manufacturing or 
mechanical 
purposes; 
nut 
oil, opium 
(crude), potash, rags (not all enumerated), 
hemp seed, rape seed, sponges, sand, tar 
and pitch of wood, turpentine. 
The following 
synopsis 
contains the 
principal changes compared with the pres­ 
ent law, the rates by the present law being 
given in parentheses wjth each item, ex­ 
cept when the article is not enumerated in 
the existing la w : 
Wool and manufactuies of wool (classi­ 
fication same as the present law). 
Firet and second-class, and all hair of 
alpaca, goat and other like animals, 11 cents 
per pound (12 to 16 cents). 
Third-class (exceeding in value 12 cents 
per pound) 6 cents per pound; top slabbing 
and all other wastes, composed wholly or 
in part of wool or worsted, 30 cents per 
pound. All wools and hair of alpacas, 
goat or other animals which have advanced 
by any process of manufacture beyond a 
washed or scoured condition, not otherwise 
provided for in this Act, will be subject to 
the same duties imposed 
upon manu­ 
factures of wool not especially enumerated 
in this Act. 
Woolen cloth, shawls, all manufactures of 
wool not enumerated and valued at not 
exceeding 40 cents per pound, 35 cents per 
pound, and in addition thereto 35 per cent, 
ad valorem—35 cents and 40 cents per cent; 
above 40 cents and not exceeding 60 cents 
per pound, 35 cents per pound and 40 per 
cent, ad valorem—35 and 40 cents and 35 
and 40 per cent.; above 60 cents per pound, 
40 cents per pound and40cent3 ad valorem. 
Flannels, blaukels, hats, etc., valued at 
above 60 cents per pound,40 cents per pound, 
40 per cent, ad valorem—24 cents and 35 
per cent, and 35 cents and 40 per cent.

Italian cloths, etc., made part of wool and 
valued at not exceeding 15 cents per square 
yard, 6 cents per square yard and 40 per 
cent, ad valorem—5 cents and 35 per cent. 
Containing admixture of silk and in which 
the silk is not the component material of 
chief value, and not otherwise provised, 11 
cents per square yard, and in addition 
thereto 40 per cent ad valorem—5 cents and 
35 per cent, and 7 cents and 40 per cent., 
according to value. 
P.ovided, all goods of 
the character enumerated or advertised in 
this paragraph, weighing over four ounces 
per square yard shall pay a duty of 40 cents 
per pound and 90 per cent, ad valorem—35 
cents and 40 per cent. 
Women’s and children’s dress goods of 
Italian cloths and composed wholly of 
wool, 11 cents per square yard and 40 cents 
per cent, ad valorem—10 cents and 25 per 
cent. All such goods with selvages made 
wholly or iu part ot other material, and all 
such goods in which threads wholly or in 
part of other materials have been intro­ 
duced for the purpose of changing the 
classification for duty, 11 cents per square 
yard and 40 percentum ad valorem—9 cents 
and 40 per cent. 
Provided, that all such 
goods weighing over four ounces per square 
yard shall pay a duty of 40 cents per pound 
and 40 per cent, ad valorem. 
Clothing, 
ready-made, not enumerated. 
All goods made on knitting frames, and' 
¡all pile fabrics composed wholly or in part 
of wool, made up or manufactured wholly 
or in part, 40 cents per pound and 45 per 
cent ad valoi em—40 cents and 35 per cent. 
Cloaks, dolmans, jackets, etc., except knit 
goods, composed wholly or in part of wool 
and made up wholly or in part, 45 cents 
per pound and 45 per cent, ad valorem—45 
cents and 4Ú per cent. 
Endless bolts or felts for paper or print­ 
ing machines, 20 cents per pound and 30 
per cent, ad valorem—20 cents and 35 per 
cent. 
Manufacturers of cigars are to pay a spe­ 
cial tax of $3 a year, bonds to remain as at 
present; cigarettes weighing more than 
three pounds, $1 50 per thousand ; less than 
three pounds, 50 cents per thousand. The 
tax on producers and dealers is repealed, 
and a rebate is given on all original un­ 
broken packages of manufactured tobacco, 
snuff, cigars, cheroots and cigarettes. The 
laws regulating the manufacture, sale and 
exportation of tobacco are repealed. 
Alcohol to be used in the industrial arts 
is exempt from internal taxation, but the 
precautions relating to the manufacture, 
importation and sale are retained. Alcohol 
for the manufacture of articles, prepara­ 
tions, compounds,acetic and other acids and 
medical drugs or chemicals made according 
to directions of the United Slates or from 
other national formulas is also free from 
internal taxation, but this does not include 
the use of distilled spirits, proprietory ar­ 
ticles, wines, liquors, cordials, bitters and 
alcoholic compounds. 
Iu the dutiable lists the rate on boracic 
acid and refined borax is fixed at 5 cents 
per pound ; crude borax, 3 cents ; coloring 
for brandy, wine or other liquors, 50 per 
cent, ad valorem ; morphia or morphine. 
50 cents per ounce ; olive oil fit for salad 
purposes, 35 cents per gallon ; 
extract of 
opium for medical uses, 40 per cent. 
In the earthenware schedule, the duty is 
as follows: Common brown earthenware, 
20 per cent.; decorated china, porcelain, 
bisque, etc., ware,55 per cent.; undecorated, 
50 per cent.; plain glass bottles, holding not 
less than one pint, and demijohns and car­ 
boys, 1 cent per pound; common window 
glass, 10x15 inches square, lj? cents per 
pound; not exceeding 16x24 inches square, 
II cents per pound. 
“-.There are but few changes of importance 
from tbeexisting law in the metal schedule. 
Iron ore is fixed at 75 cents per ton; pig 
iron, .3 of a cent per pound; axles or forg­ 
ings of axles, 2 cents per pound. There is 
a reduction in chains. Those not less than 
three-quarters of an inch in diameter is 
paying 1-6 cents per pound; less than 
three-quarters o f an inch in diameter, 1-8. 
Railway bars made of iron and steel, and 
railway bars made in part of steel. T rails 
and punched iron or steel flat rails, 7-10 of 
1 cent per ]»ouod. 
Railway fish-plates or 
splice bars, made of iron or steel, 1 cent 
per pound; rivets o f iron or steel, 24 cents 
per pound. 
Tin plates. 1 cent per pound. 
Cross-cut saws. 6 cents per lineal foot; 
circular saws. 30 cents per cwt., ad valorem! 
Copper in high plates, bars, etc., 2 cents 
per pound. 
Lead ore and lead dross, II cents per 
pound, provided lead ore containing eilver 
or silver containing lead shall pay a duty 
o f II cents a pound. 
Nickel, in ore, 5 cents per pound for all 
nickel contained therein. Nickel in matte, 
10 cents per pound. 
Quicksilver, 6 cents per pound. 
1 he duty on timber, wood and menu- 
fftc’cres thereof remain as in the existing 


law. There is no change in the schedule. 
Following is the sugar schedule in full. 
It is intended to reduce the revenue from 
sugar 50 per cent. 
All sugars not above 
No. 13, Dutch standard, in color, shall pay 
a duty on their polariscopic test as follows, 
nam ely: 
All sugars not above No. 13. 
Dutch standard, in color ; all tank bottoms, 
sirups of cane juice or beet jnice. Melada, 
concentrated Melada, concrete and concen­ 
trated molasses, testing by the polariscope, 
not above 75°, 7-10 of 1 cent per pound, 
and for every additional degree, or fraction 
of a degree, shown by the polariscopic test, 
2-100 of 1 cent per pound additional.

Molasses testing about 56° 4 cents per 
gallon, provided that if any export duty 
shall hereafter be

molasses so imported shall be subject to 
duty as provided by law prior to the pas­ 
sage of this Act. 
Schedule D, relating to wood and wooden- 
ware, is re-enacted entire, with the follow­ 
ing additions: Sawed boards, plauks, rails 
and blocks, or posts of mahogany, red­ 
wood, satinwoou.grandilla or other cabinet 
wood, 15 per cent, ad valorem; veneering 
and briar-root or briarwood and similar 
wood, unmanufactured or not, further man­ 
ufactured than cat into forms or shapes 
suitable for articles into which they are in­ 
tended to be converted, 20 per cent, ad 
valorem. 
The tobacco schedule is practically un­ 
changed. 
One clause only is inserted, 
which provides that if any portion of anv 
tobacco imported in any package or in bulk 
shall be suitable for wrappers, the entire 
quantity of tobacco contained in such im ­ 
portation shall be dutiable; if not stemmed, 
at 75 cents per pound, and if stemmed at $1 
per pound. 
The rates in the provision schedule are 
increased. The rale is fixed on live horses 
and mules at $20 per head; cattle more 
than one year old, $5 per head; hogs, 50 
cents per head. 
Dates, grapes, plums, 
prunes, raisins 
and figs are maintained at the present rate 
of duty. 
Zante currants are on the free 
list. 
Following is a paragraph in the bill: 
Oranges, lemons or limes, in packages of 
capacity of l i cubic feet or less, 10 cents per 
package; in packages of a capacity ex­ 
ceeding 2£ cubic feet, 20 cents per package; 
in packages of a capacity 24 cubic feet, and 
not exceeding 5 cubic feet, for everv addi­ 
tional cubic foot or fractional part thereof, 
8 cents; in bulk, $1 50 per 1,000. 
All rate 
nuts are maintained at existing rates, ex 
cepting filberts and walnuts ot all kinds, 
which are reduced from 3 to 2 cents per 
pound. 
The duty on salt is placed in the bill as it 
stands in the existing law. The Mills bill 
placed salt on the free list. 
The duty on still wines, including ginger 
wine or ginger cordial and vermouth in 
casks, is increased from 50 to 60 cents per 
gallon; 
cherry juice and prune juice or 
prune wine, and other fruit juice not 
specially enumerated or provided for in 
the Act, containing not more than 24 per 
cent, of alcohol, 60 cents per gallon; if con­ 
taining more than 24 per cent, of alcohol, 
$2 per gallon, 
The rates on carpets are unchanged. 
The changes in the cotton and silk 
schedules, while numerous as to classifica­ 
tion and simplification, are not materially 
changed. 
Flax straw, flax not hackled or dressed, 
flax hackled and known as dressed like 
flax or hemp tow, placed on the free list iu 
the Mills bill, are restored to the existing 
rates of duty. 
All manufactures of flax, 
hemp, jute or other vegetable fiber, except 
cotton, or of which flax, hemp, jute or 
other vegetable fiber, except cotton, is the 
component material of chief value, not 
specially enumerated or provided for in 
this Act, valued at 5 cents per pound or 
less, 2 cents per pound, and in addition 40 
per centum ad valorem. 
Bagging for cot­ 
ton or hemp, Jute or Jute b u tts, valu ed at 
not less than 3 cents per pound, three- 
quarters of a cent per pound. 
Burlaps, 
not exceeding sixty inches in width, for 
flax, jute or hemp, or of which flax, jute 
or hemp, or either of them, shall be the 
component material of the chief value (ex­ 
cept such as may be suitable for bagging 
for cotton), 30 per cent, ad valorem. 
[The hill in full is of extreme length, and 
only some of its provisions are given above.]

W ashington, October 3 d —The greatest 
disappointment to the people of the l ’acitic 
coast in the Republican Senators’ tariff bill 
is the failure to abolish the tax on grape 
brandy. 
Every industry of California— 
with possibly the exception of currants, 
which are put on the free list—is amply 
protected in the bill. The reductions in 
revenue proposed by the bill amount to 
about $75,000,000, made up approximately 
as follows: Sugar, $2,775,000 ; free list, $6,­ 
500,000 ; tobacco (internal revenue), $24,­ 
500,000; alcohol used in the arts, $7,500,­ 
000; other reductions in customs, $8,000,­ 
000. 
The Mills bill proposes an estimated re­ 
duction of $78,000,000, in round numbers— 
$53,000,000 in customs and $24,000,000 in 
internal revenue. 
Theprotective principle has been retained 
throughout in the Senate bill. The Mills 
bill attacks nearly every industry of the 
Pacific coast, and lowered the duties on 
wool, lumber, salt, fruit, borax and other 
growing interests of California, Nevada and 
Oregon. The majority and minority re­ 
ports to accompany the bill will be sub­ 
mitted to the Senate to-morrow, and on 
Monday next the bill will be called up for 
consideration and discussion, which will 
probably not continue longer than two 
weeks, when Congress will either adjourn 
or take a recess until after the election. 
Senator Sherman’s statement in the Sen­ 
ate to-day of the merits of the bill, in com­ 
parison with the Mills bill, created a pro­ 
found impression. 
He said that the Re­ 
publicans had taken no advantage of any 
sections of the country, and that, while 
every essential feature of the American 
system of protection was maintained, there 
would be fully as much reduction in the 
income of the Government as the Mills bill 
proposes. 
The Republicans in both houses occupy 
a different position in relation to this bill 
from that occupied by the Democrats to­ 
ward the Mills bill. 


CO NG RESSIO NAL 
P R O C E E D IN G S. 


T h e S en a te. 
Washington, October 3d.—In the Senate 
Allison reported the tariff bill, and said he 
would call it up for action on Monday 
night. 
Sherman said he would be compelled to 
leave early this afternoon, and would like 
to be indulged in making a few remarks on 
the tariff bill. 
Unanimous consent was given, and he 
addressed the Senate. 
He complimented 
the sub-committee on the work done, and 
severely criticised the House bill. In his 
judgment there would be few defects found 
in the Senate substitute. 
It would be found 
to be a very perfect bill. 
Among other 
things it was a substantial compendium of 
provisions 
for 
the 
collection 
of in­ 
ternal 
revenue 
and 
customs 
duties. 
It contained a 
positive 
reduction 
of 
revenues to the extent of $73,688,000. 
The reduction was on a few articles. 
He believed the Senate bill was on the 
whole the best revenue bill ever introduced 
in Congress, and that if it could be taken 
up, free from party prejudices, and consid­ 
ered and debated and amended, it might be 
made the most perfect revenue measure 
ever put on the statute books. 
The issue 
wao now fairly made before the people, and 
was to be tried by them. It was a plain, 
square issue between “ a tariff for revenue 
only,” and “ a tariff for revenue and pro­ 
tection.” 
It was a question as to whether 
articles necessary for human life should be 
made by the American or by the foreign 
laborer—whether the wages of American 
labor should depend on the American pol­ 
icy of protecting all forms of labor and 
production. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of Hale’s resolution of Monday calling on

SCHOOL BOOKS. 


F u r th er D ev elo p m en ts in th e M atter E x­ 
p osed a t th e.M o n d a y N igh t M eetin g. 
The talk of the entire town yesterday 
was the sale of the school text-books. Why 
parents should pay from twenty-five cents 
to $1 50 more for books on J street than 
they could be purchased for at the State 
Capitol, seemed to agitate the public mind 
all over the 
city. 
It was understood 
that Sacramento was to get the books 
cheaper 
than 
any other town in the 
State, owing to the fact that there was 
neither freight nor postage to be paid, 
but as one indignant taxpayer expressed it 
yesterday, “ Sacramento children pay as 
much as they do iu San 
Diego 
or 
Siskiyou and the Sacramento book-dealers 
reap a richer reward than those of any 
other town in California. 
This, too, in the 
face of the fact that the Board of Educa­ 
tion gave it out in their meetings, and it 
was so Etated by the press, that all dealers 
in this city would sell at the State cost.” 
Director Martin came to this office yes­ 
terday and stated that the statement made 
by him before the Board on Tuesday even­ 
ing, and which was published in yester­ 
day’s 
Record-Union, was substantially 
wliat he said, but the language was uot quite 
as strong as he employed, for he wanted 
it distinctly understood that he regarded 
the whole matter as an outrage, unwar­ 
ranted and premeditated. 
In his statement 
that night lie said that Mr. Houghton told 
him that he had sold the books at the price 
agreed upon aud no other. 
He had found 
out since, however, aud even Mr. Hough­ 
ton admitted it, that this was nntrue; that 
after the first half day that dealer also put 
the books up to the retail dealers’ price, 
and had made 
this 
unwarranted over­ 
charge. 
He also wished to say that Mr. 
Morris, whom he had stated had stood by 
the agreement with the Board, had gone 
back upon it, and there was not a single 
dealer in the town but had united in the 
swindle upon the people in the increased 
price for books. 
Some who complain of the “ imposition 
and swindle perpetrated upon them in hav­ 
ing to pay the increased price for books,” 
as a dissatisfied head of a family last even­ 
ing expressed it, blame the Board of Edu­ 
cation for having the announcement made 
that “ books can be obtained at cost price 
from any of the booksellers.” 
This state­ 
ment, they say. misled them, and before 
they knew it they had been charged and 
had paid the increased price imposed upon 
them. 
The Board, however, state positively that 
they had the announcement made upon 
the basis of fact; that they had an agree­ 
ment with the booksellers that they would 
sell 
at 
cost 
price. 
This 
statement 
would 
seem 
to 
be 
conclusively 
substantiated 
in 
the 
minds 
of 
any 
Judge 
or 
jury, 
as 
to 
most 
of the book houses, at least, by the fact 
that they admit they sold the State books 
the first half day or more, at cost price, 
and then raised to the higher figures. Now 
if there was not an agreement to sell at 
cost price, any candid observer will wish to 
know how it happened that all whom the 
the Board claims it had an agreement with 
commenced uniformity to sell at cost price, 
and maintained these rates for a time, and 
then jumped to the higher figures. 
The affair over which such loud com 
plaints are now made, cannot be remedied, 
so far as the past is concerned, but its con­ 
tinuance can be effectively provided against 
and shonld be. 
Perhaps the best way to 
accomplish this would be to provide the 
City Superintendent with a supply of State 
text-books from whom parents or pupils can 
purchase at cost price, and who would have 
no difficulty in attending to the number of 
purchases that would be made during the 
remainder of the year. 
If there is no bet­ 
ter plan, this should be adopted.

American labor of right ought to be, and 
by virtue of the authority of the Govern­ 
ment of the United States, shall be pro­ 
tected from the degrading, demoralizing 
and ruinous competitive influence of the 
Chinese laborer or artisan in America. 
If 
that declaration is good for anything at 
all, if it has one particle of virtue, and 
has for a basis a princijdc worthy to be 
commended, then its application cannot 
be restrained by the bounds of territory. 
I t is as far reaching as arc the eíléets of 
human industry—it is as boundless in its 
operation as the habitations-of man. 
There is no getting away from the con­ 
clusion that if the principle is good ap­ 
plied to the Chinaman here, it is just as 
applicable to the Chinaman when a few 
thousand miles away. 
Let us suppose flic Government fo be 
consenting to the unrestricted coming in of 
the Chinaman to American soil, and privi­ 
leged to engage in the manufacture of 
articles which they make so cheaply 
that the American worker cannot produce 
the same articles in competition with them 
without descending to the level of the 
Chinese method of living or existence. 
Against such a condition the United States 
Government has pronounced a decree of 
banishment, and there was in that decree 
neither partisanship nor party policy. 
It 
is a protective order; a mandate that 
raises up a barrier against assault upon 
the independence and civilization of the 
producing classes of America. 
Let us now fancy this same Govern­ 
ment, after having driven the unwhole­ 
some manufacturing and 
laboring ele­ 
ment beyond its bounds, saving to i t : 
“ You 
have been 
excluded from our 
territory 
because 
your 
competition 
was 
destructive of the best 
interests 
of American laborers and producers. But 
we do not object to, nay, we solicit you to 
manufacture upon other soil—be it Chi­ 
nese, Mexican, Peruvian, British Amer­ 
ican, English Possession, or any other, and 
send in the product of yonr cheap labor 
to us to compete freely, as before, with the 
products of tt.e lauor fur *.ho-e protection 
we excluded you.” 
The demand of the nation to-day is that 
the pauper labor of Europe shall he ex­ 
cluded from America, and that contracts 
to bring it in shall not be permitted. 
We 
are already supplementing existing laws 
upon this subject by enactments intended 
to exclude utterly the scum of European 
civilization, and to prevent its injection 
into the labor system of the United States, 
or the thrusting of this element ujx>n 
the people, to be maintained by their tax­ 
ation. 
Shall we, thus shutting out unde­ 
sirable elements, at the same time admit 
the products of such labor as may engage 
them ? 
If the principle of protecting the 
American workers against the unfair com­ 
petition of the Chinese cheap laborer upon 
American soil is wise, why is it not equally 
as wise to protect the American worker 
against any other like competitive influ­ 
ences in production, regardless of the local­ 
ity of their eource?

“ The trouble is we do not get our fruit 
to the people. The middleman stands be­ 
tween. He is not content with selling the 
fruit he buys at 100 per ccut. profit, but de­ 
mands such an exorbitant price that its use 
for food is out of the question. 
“ Our exhibit was a revelation to the 
Ohio people. They were perfectly crazy to 
obtain specimens of the fruit we had with 
us, and we could have disposed of the en­ 
tire lot at fabulous figures had we been so 
disposed. No sooner was a box of grapes 
opened than some one would step up and 
offer $0 or $7 for its contents. Bo strong 
was the desire of some persons for what 
they saw that specimens of grain were 
taken from the cases in which displayed, 
and fruit.was seized upon as soon as opened. 
One night fifty bottles of wine were taken, 
and in order to prevent further depreda­ 
tions twelve of the members of the Califor­ 
nia Veteran Guard were detailed by De­ 
partment Commander Goodman to assist 
in protecting the display. 
‘* Wp rooro uuu’qIü to cupply the OOtint- 
less demands for information. The tons of 
printed matter we took with us were in 
great demand, and the 17,000 copies of the 
climatic map of the Btate which we had 
were exhausted in an incredibly short space 
of time, and if we had had 170,000 copies 
we would stiil have been unable to supply 
the demand. 
“The stereoptican views of the State were 
exhibited every night at intervals of fifteen 
minutes, attracting great attention, and cre­ 
ating a desire in many to visit and witness 
with their own eyes these wonderful scenes. 
I much regret that we did not have more 
views of an industrial nature. 
"1 feel safe in saying that an average of 
10,000 people a day witnessed the display. 
On one day we counted 18.000 persons who 
asked for and received printed matter de­ 
scriptive of the State. 
“From conversation wiih intelligent peo­ 
ple from twenty diilerent States as to the 
outlook for California Íruit3 I am satisfied 
that there is absolutely no limit to the mar­ 
ket. There are -10,000 000 people in the 
country who live in sections wiiere fruit 
cannot be raised, and we have not only 
these localities, but the rest of the world 
for a market.” 
In conclusion, Mr. Mills stated that he 
found the iuterest in California was much 
greater in the extreme Eastern than in the 
Middle and Western States. 
“The fact is, there are 800,000 foreign im- 
grants coming into the Eastern States each 
y eari and they are forcing the young men 
and women of . those States to turn their 
faces westward. It is this desirable element 
of population we are seeking to reach and 
induce to take up their residence in Califor­ 
nia. and I am satisfied that the Columbus 
exhibit has contributed much to this end.’ 
Upon the recommendation of Mr. Bving- 
ton, it was decided that at the next monthly 
meeting of the committee an invitation be 
extended to the merchants and other pat­ 
rons of ihe Board, and to fruit men gener­ 
ally, to be present and hear the final report 
on the Columbus exhibit by Vice-President 
W. H. Mills.

LANG’S 
CASE. 


H e Is H eld to A nsw er on Tw o S e p a rate 
C h arg es. 
The examination of George hang on a 
charge of attempting to commit rape on 
Cora Mains wa3 concluded in the Police 
Court yesterday morning, and resulted in 
the defendant being held to answer on that 
charge, and also for an attem pt to commit 
the same offense on Theresa Rankin, a 
child under 10 years of age. The evidence 
introduced yesterday for the defense was 
that of W. C. Felch, Charles Bell, P. H. 
Russell and Charles Vogel, all of whom 
testified they had known Mr. Lang for 
many years and that his reputation for 
chastity had always been good, so far as 
they knew. It had never been questioned 
or discussed. 
Henry Starr argued strongly in favor of 
holding the defendant to answer for the 
crime charged, claiming that the case was 
sufficiently established 
to 
warrant the 
Court in such action. 
E. C. Hart, counsel for ihe defendant, 
made an eloquent and forcible appeal on 
behalf of his client. While reviewing the 
testimony he 
was interrupted by the 
father of Theresa Rankin, 
who had 
also interupted him 
during 
the 
ex­ 
amination of Cora Mains on the day 
previous. 
Mr. H art protested against the 
interruption in vigorous 
language. He 
said that he had been employed to defend 
Mr. hang against what he believed to be an 
unjust and unwarranted prosecution, and 
he would perform his duty to his client no 
matter what the consequences were. 
Judge Buckley reviewed the testimony 
at some length, and said that there was 
sufficient evidence to warrant him to hold 
the defendant to answer before the Superior 
Court. It was an unpleasant duty to per­ 
form, as a man’s reputation could be 
blasted in a day when it had taken him 
years to build it up. He thought, however, 
if he could prove his innocence before a 
jury his vindication would be more com­ 
plete than if he was discharged on a pre­ 
liminary examination. The testimony had 
disclosed, however, that if the defendant 
was guilty of the offense charged by Cora 
Mains, he was also guilty of the same 
offense with Theresa Rankin, and there­ 
fore the defendant would be held to answer 
on both chaiges. 
Bail was fixed in the sum of $1,000 in 
each case.

The lower section, main and upper vesti­ 
bules of the E. B. Crocker Art Gallery were 
last eveniDg ablaze with light, and people 
passing in and out, and up the broad stair­ 
ways to view the beautiful statuary in the 
upper vestibule. 
On the lower porch the 
Hussar Band, under direction of leader 
Holbrook, played for nearly an hour, the 
band having generously and pubüc-spirit- 
edly volunteered for the occasion. 
The 
lecture-rooin was lighted and was taste­ 
fully 
DECKED W ITH EVERGREENS 
And flowers, the work of the employes at 
the gallery. 
Here the people began to as­ 
semble at half past seven o’clock, and at 
eight, when the representative audience 
about three-fourths filled the spacious hall, 
President Green 
called 
the 
California 
Museru Association to order and made the 
following address: 
Ladies and Gentlemen : In calling th is meeting 
to order this evening, it is to me a very pleasing 
duty, as it gives the Directors an opportunity of 
tendering the thanks of the Association to an 
ex-President for the magnificent gift of statuary 
that he has presented to the Museum Associa­ 
tion. He lias no: only given it, but in his liber­ 
ality placed it in the Gallery free ol expense to 
the Association for freight or setting it up. 
When this meeting adjourns it will well repay 
you all to inspect the splendid gift of ex-Prusi- 
dent David Lubin. [Applause.] 
Ladies end gentlemen, when we first formed 
this Association we had 110 home, and had to 
meet where it was most c .nvenieut. We, or ut 
least I, did not dream of ever having such a 
home as this is, a gallery second to none in the 
United States. Our School of Design is growing 
steadily and gratifyiugly, aud the pupils bid 
fair to have their names enrolled as artists of 
high order, t u r museum is in weekly receipt 
of some specimens of rare value, and having in 
the building the valuable mineral cabinet be­ 
longing to the State, and which will soon be 
opened, I must congratulate the Association on 
the bright prospects for its future growth aud 
ultimate greatness. 
Now, lellow-Sacramentans, we waut you to 
aid us in building this Association up, so that it 
will grow to be the best and possess the largest 
collection on the Pacific slope, aud to so develop 
that a diploma from our School of Design will 
be recognized as evidence of merit by all the 
art schools of the laud. To do this requires 
money, and we wouid ask those who can afford 
it to assist us by taking membership for one 
year—it will only cost 55; or, il they would 
rather, take life membership at 525. Aud I 
would say to wealthy citizens that a patron’s 
certificate costs only 5100. The money thus do­ 
nated will be the means of building up the 
school and museum, aud will make Sacramento 
the ceDter of art aud education as well as the 
center of railroads. The Directors have placed 
in the hands of a committee the conduct of a 
course of lectures to be delivered here this win­ 
ter. We lmve placed the price so that all can 
attend. Uur object is to assist our people in the 
cultivation of art and scientific tastes and in 
knowledge of the natural history of the State. 
With these objects in view, as "a part of the 
work we propose to canvass this city for the sale 
of tickets to the lecture course. I hope, when 
the object of the lectures is made known, that 
the people of Sacramento will cheerfully re­ 
spond, so that the Directory will feel that its ei 
forts are appreciated by the citizens ol Sacra­ 
mento. [Applause.] 
BUSINESS. 
The Secretary then read the minutes of 
the last meeting, and annouuctd the contri­ 
butions for the month to the Museum cab­ 
inets. One of these was from Israel Luce, 
and consisted of the skeleton of a peculiar 
snake, vulgarly known 
as 
the “ Side 
Winder.” Other contributions were from 
the great Hawaiian volcano—the name of 
the contributor was not caught by the re­ 
porter. 
Joseph Steffens, from the Com­ 
mittee on Negotiations with Italy, to secure 
by exchange of works of American inven­ 
tion examples of Italian sculptural art, re­ 
ported as follows : 
We were led up to this work by the efforts of 
the gentleman whom, at this hour, we seek to 
honor, and partly show proper appreciation for 
the favors he has bestowed on this great work 
placed in charge of this association. Last spring 
Mr. Lubin went to Italy, fully imbued with the 
idea that a country so richly endowed with 
such varied works of sculptural art, and i*>s- 
sessing many of them in endless duplicate, as 
she does, should iu some wav contribute some of 
that excess of treasure to "this new land, so 
much like her in the main features, which go 
far to make it a land attractive to a refined aud 
art-cultivating people. 
The report, describes the search Mr. L. 
made for “The Government,” his failure 
and finally Lis success in interesting the 
Secretary of the American Legation in 
Rome, Charles A. Doughrty, to whom the 
idea of an exchange appeared feasible. He 
introduced our enthusiastic townsman to 
men of prominence iu the Italian Govern­ 
ment—one in the Educational Bureau who 
favored the idea and set about on an in­ 
quiry as to ways and means. 
One of the first great difiiculties met with was 
this: Italy owns her works of art. Thev are her 
capital and ground work of much of her in­ 
dustry. The world visits her to see them, ami 
to purchase what modern artists produce and 
proffer for sale. 
The law forbids the Govern­ 
ment selling any of these gems that she has 
passed upon and secured, aud which go far to 
make up her capital for trade aud industry. 
Many ot the old Governments have provided’a 
depository, or collection of agricultural imple­ 
ments, lor the instruction anil practical educa­ 
tion of the people. Mr. Lubin discovered that 
the Italian Nation had not yet done this, and so 
presented the thought on the broad basis of a 
uationaliintcrexchange between their people. 
The presentation of this phase of the question 
to the Italian representatives was through cor- 


newly discovered art works. Of these we could 
have casts. Iu fact, casts of many of their 
famed art treasures would he furnished us if we 
would give them agricultural implements. 
Then the question was asked us : 
•• What will 
you give us, and how will you give them ?” We 
want some of the originals'which they have in 
multiplied duplicate, for the idea is to place art 
in this new land on the foundation of the ages; 
on cornerstones made valuable bv their authors 
and their contest with time. 
Subsequently the 
subject was further considered by correspond 
enee last June, carried on between Mr. Doughrty, 
of our legation at Rome, aud David Lubin, 
while visiting Berlin and Paris. 
This correspondence of present promise, and 
perhaps of future historical value, was sub­ 
mitted to the Directory of this Association, 
which at once favored the efforts already so 
auspiciously carried forward. They outlined for 
further effort, and sought the approval aud co­ 
operation oi the Executive Department of State, 
under charge of our clear-minded and prompt- 
acting Governor, R. W. Waterman. The Italian 
Co d s u I, a t San Francisco, was invited here, and 
on his arrival and reception the subject was 
presented to him. The city, and this gallen-, 
its great treasure, was shown him, and he was 
made thoroughly acquainted with dreams of 
our work, in the m utual interest of his Govern­ 
m ent and of ourselves. 
The report then describes the work of 
the committee to which the scheme is com­ 
mitted, the securing of catalogues of agri­ 
cultural machinery, the making of selec­ 
tions, and the arrangement of pictures 
of them on sheets, and the statement of 
prices, etc., and the whole portfolioed; 
that u carefully-prepared letter had been 
drawn to accompany the portfolio, and that 
it is a review of the whole matter. These 
are to be sent, when approved by Governor 
Waterman, to the Italian 
Government, 
through Mr. Doughrty. 
The report ex­ 
pressed the hope and belief of success of 
getting choice agricultural machinery worth 
from $8,000 to $10,000 to offer to Italy, and 
that she will not refuse to exchange. 
Suppose, however, that in this first attempt we 
fail. The subject has been thoroughly can­ 
vassed. It is deemed perfectly practicable. The 
proposition is in first class shape to present to 
some other nation that will be found some­ 
where, which will appreciate our offer and that 
will give us a valuable time-euduring addition 
to our already gathered treasures of inestimable 
value. 
We want choice, original pieces of a 
high order ot sculptural, architectural and 
other lines of art. And we will have it, for, 
this new Italy, this favored city, and this mag­ 
nificent building, all dedicated to art and in­ 
dustry, demand it. Such additions will make 
this spot dear and sacred to the art students and 
patrous ot this continent. Perchance here now 
is founded a school of design which yet in our 
day may become a great seat ot art study, that 
will be an honor to the State aud a credit to the 
nation. [Applause ] 
Dr. George Pyburn then made a report 
upon the proposed 


WINTER COURSE O f LEc TUBES. 
It opened with an interesting review of 
the aim and scope of the Association, its 
history, its 
obstacles, 
discouragements, 
hopes and successes, in the report the 
speaker said: 
This association was formed for the m utual 
self-instruction of its members. 
I say self­ 
instruction, not meaning thereby rudimentary 
instruction, for the implied supposition in the 
formation of any literary or scientific society is 
that before desiring to become and before be­ 
coming a member, the various persons proposed 
should have not only a desire to pursue scien­ 
tific, literary or artistic studies, but that they 
possess at least rudimentary knowledge ami in­ 
cipient skill therein with this understood, how­ 
ever, the purpose of the association was mutual 
incitcioent and encouragement aud assistance 
in the various departments of study or research 
cr endeavor. Th- m atter of propagandism, the ! 
function ot'radiation, the impartation of light 1 
was necessarily a secondary aud purely inch ■ 
dental action of the arsocixtion, as ft must ever ' 
be, for how can we impart that which we do not 1 
possess? How can the ignorant teach or the 
blind lead ? 
The report then went on to speak of the 
want of faith of some who fell out of har­ 
near, of the courage of others who stand in. 
Ji outlined the establishment pf the Behwl 


of Design and the taking curatorship of the 
Art Gallery, and how the work of the 
society had been mainly tinaucial—ot ways 
an d . means—how it was deemed necessary 
to stir up new life and so the winter lecture 
scheme for one thing was put afoot. In it 
no Director is to be chosen as lecturer, and 
except in special cases, lecturers 
from 
abroad are to be excluded, and that the 
material should be chosen from our own 
city and neighborhood. 
With these principles in view, it lias been de­ 
cided to arrange lor a course of six or eight 
lectures by lawyers, mechanics, commercial 
men and financiers, physicians and, perhaps, 
artists ; which lectures will be offered to the 
public at such a rate as to exclude none lrom 
participating in their pleasures aud benefits. 
There is, to be sure, some difference of expecta­ 
tion among the promoters as to the amount of 
money likely to accrue from these lectures. 
Personally, I think that a secondary considera­ 
tion, holding, as I do, that if these lectures, or 
any of them, should be the means ol kindling 
the divine spark of a love of science or art in a 
single breast, so as to add to the active, living 
memliers of this Association, such a result 
would far outweigh iu importance the accumu­ 
lation of a mine of gold ; aud for such a result I 
would ask every member of the Association to 
work. I am informed that the ladies of the As­ 
sociation have taken holil of the m atter of the 
lectures and will probably call on you to pur­ 
chase tickets. When the ladies take hold ol 
anything, we may all be sure of the success of 
the undertaking. 
Secretary Ray then read a letter from the 
Treasurer, Jante; I. Feller, saying that the 
statuary Mr. Lubin Lad presented liad been 
received and placed in the gallery; that it 
was passed in duly free, being for a public 
institution, and that Mr. Lubin had insisted 
on paying all the freight, brokerage and 
other charges, amounting to several hun­ 
dred dollars. 
Mr. Ray then reported from the com mit- 
tee appointed to express the sentiments of 
the Association toward the donor, the fol­ 
lowing 
TESTIMONIAL, 
Beautifully engrossed and embellished and 
richly framed—a work of great beauty : 
A testimonial of the appreciation by the peo­ 
ple of Sacramento of the munificence ot David 
Lubin. ill presenting to the California Museum 
Association five pieces of statuary exquisitely 
cut in marble, which were purchased by him 
in Italy, as follows: America, Washington, 
Diana, Apollo, Sistine Venus, and which have 
been placed for permanent exhibition iu the E. 
11. Crocker Art Gallery, in this city ; and especi­ 
ally as an evidence of the appreciation by this 
Association of Mr. l.ubiu’s progressive public 
spirit, and his untiring etlorts to advance the 
arts aud sciences and learning. It is now re­ 
solved by the California Museum Association to 
accept his donation ol the above-named satu- 
ary, with a formal expression of the thanks of 
this Association to the donor, and an assurance 
of the appreciation of our people ot this mag­ 
nificent gift, and of their gratitude to him lor 
affordiug them a new opportunity of studying 
and enjoying such

of 
sculptural art,

John McNeill moved the adoption ot the 
resolutions and they were adopted. 


MAYOR E. j . GREGORY 
Was then presented and received with ap­ 
plause. He said: 
Iu behalf of the city of Sacramento I take 
much pleasure iu extending deserved thanks in 
acknowledgment of the splendid gift of our pub­ 
lic-spirited fellow-citizeu, David Lubin, who, 
by the act, manifests the same spirit which 
prompted our noble benefactress, Mrs. Margaret 
E. Crocker, to so generously bestow upon our 
city this magnificent treasury of art—that of 
placing before the general public the direct 
means of appreciating the intiuences of all that 
is lofty and noble in the works of human genius, 
and to profit therefrom in the attainm ent of a 
lcve for the beautiful in nature aud art in the 
acquirement of a broader significance aud la t­ 
ter state of refinement in being thus brought 
face to face with the moguifieeut examples of 
taleut aud skill which it contains. 
Intellect is the basis upon which the improve­ 
ment ot m ankind is affected, and though the 
ever-ruling hand ol a Divine Providence is ap­ 
parent in the various stages of human progress, 
the infiueuces of skill, of artistic tastes and of 
a desire to improve have much to do with the 
attainm ent of refinement and culture; with 
such advantages as we are so bounteously sup­ 
plied—this elegant building, so substantial in 
construction, beautiful in embellishment, and 
rich in contents—cannot fail to make of us bet­ 
ter citizens, and to instill into the minds of our 
youth an earnest desire for the cultivation of 
higher aims and better thoughts than the 
ordinary walks of life afford.

TESTIMONIAL PRESENTED. 
Rev. W. C. Merrill, a life member, had 
been chosen to present the testimonial to 
Mr. Lnbin, but just before the meeting was 
called to order he was taken suddenly ill 
and had to seek his home. 
President 
Green therefore called upon J. A. Woodson 
to make the presentation, which he did, 
expressing to Mr. Lubin the thought the 
resolutions only feebly interpreted the real 
sentiment of the membership toward one 
who believed he owed something to the 
town in which he lived, and was tryiDg to 
discharge it unselfishly and in a manner to 
do the greatest good, and that looked for­ 
ward to the highest state of intellectual 
aud artistic development in the valley of 
the Sacramento. Rev. John F. von Herr- 
lich was to have been the next speaker, 
but a letter from him was read by Jumes I. 
Felter, as follows: 
I thorougnly appreciate the nonor ot beiug 
asked to speak at your meeting, and sincerely 
regret that a prior engagement to be in Stockton 
this evening will prevent my being present. 
I fully realize the great power of your Asso­ 
ciation iu its refining, cultivating and noble 
effects upon the whole com m unity/and 1 would 
like to put into words the unspoken apprecia­ 
tion and regard that many ot our people feel to­ 
ward such noble benefactors aud pubiie-spirited 
men as Mr. Lubin. 
Such men lift a community up out of lower, 
material conditions into moral, spiritual and in­ 
tellectual glory aud beauty—they do a work 
that will outlast bronze and m arble- they work 
on minds and spirits—they make a city attrac­ 
tive and beautiiul in all its higher and better 
characteristics—thev make the civilization of 
their age a thing of beauty instead of being 
gross and materif 1. 
I join with you iu trying to express to Mr. 
Lubin my appreciation and gratitude as a citi­ 
zen, and one who believes that Sacramento 
is ready for and appreciative of all that will add 
to its refinement and higher culture, and I will 
ever be found ready to give my time, or of my 
limited means, toward anything that will en­ 
hance the moral, esthetic, Intellectual, spiritual 
or material interests of this city. 
The reading of the letter was received 
with applause.

his home, and is laboring still for exchange, 
as had been reported by a committee, be­ 
cause he believed that here might be made 
a new home for plastic art. 
He re­ 
ferred feelingly 
to 
the 
conditions in 
Europe, the Beggars 
who swarm about 
you, the bodies in rags and degradation. 
“ Where was the soul, the ambition, the 
hope of these?” It is the office of America 
to lift up these by her example; curs the 
duty to emancipate the oppressed and 
wretched of kingdoms ; reasou to live and 
hope and rise out of degradation. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
This ought to be a home for 
plastic 
art. 
“ What 
is 
the 
matter 
with our American boys?’ 
he asked. 
“ Has 
any parent 
a 
son with taste 
in that direction ? encourage it, bring 
him here and let us build up a School of 
Sculpture in hot Sacramento, Florence is 
hotter. All the natural conditions are 
favorable to us. Who knows but that 
here Michael Angelos and Cannovas mac­ 
he developed and make all the world bow 
the. knee to Sacramento geni us.’ [Applause.] 
We are compelled by lateness ol the 
hour to stop the report here, and only re­ 
fer to the conclusion of the speech as feel­ 
ing effective, and of the meeting as socially 
and in all ways gratifying.
